Precinct 2 was the first one to 
report Monday night, and you can’t 
tell much by precinct 2, unless it 
be that the election might go just 
the other way. This _ precinct 
showed Ev Collins trailing Roy 
Wilson by 35 votes, Sid White be- 
hind George Cairns by 84 votes, 
and Dick Abbott trimmed by Tom 
Morrissey by 169 votes. 


Precinct 6 came in two minutes 
later, and there ended two’s influ- 
ence. Ev was now ahead by 13, 
Sid was ahead by 134, and Dick 
went out in front by 34. Where 
there are contests precincts 2 and 
6 usually pretty much offset each 
other. Whoever leads in the total 
of those two can safely feel elect- 
ed. 


When it was all over, and it was 
all over earlier than it has been in 
a decade, Ev was re-elected select- 
man by 369, assessor by 344, Sid 
‘was ‘back on the B. P. W. by 272, 
and Dick Abbott was again tree 
warden by 468. George Brown had 
no trouble retaining his hold on 
the health board, having a margin 
of 760 votes, although Mrs. Brown 
failed to make the school board. 
George trailed only in (Mr. Thomp- 
son’s home precinct, Shawsheen 
village; Mrs. Brown didn’t trail 
only in her own precinct, the Vale. 

Chairman Fred Smith was first 
for school board, winning by 2436 
votes, placing first in every pre- 
cinct, even nosing out Mrs, Bald- 
win by one vote on the Hill. 

Mrs. Baldwin, wife of the acad- 
emy minister, was second, with 
2216, and Rev. Mr. Morris, Christ 
church rector, was third with 1957, 
he being the only newcomer to 
Andover’s official life.

ious governing groups in town. It 
is very significant that with only 
one important exception, they are 
all going into town meeting in 
complete accord with the finance 
committee and the Taxpayers’ as- 
sociation directors. These people 
have all studied the problems very 
carefully, and it can be truthfully 
said that practically all of An- 
dover’s town officials are earnestly 
trying to reduce their ‘budgets 
each year now. In their discussions 
on the problems some of the offi- 
cials act as if their own pocket 


. were being dipped into whenever 


an extra expenditure is suggested. 

That being the case, with the 
people who know the situation all 
in accord, it would seem pointle-s 
to spend much time im discussing 
the annual budgets this year. The 
only discussion probably will come 
on the library budget, part of the 
increase in which is onposed by 
the finance committee. Here tere 
should be discussion, for it is an 
important problem. 

Then there are a large number 
of articles dealing with street ac- 
ceptances. The town counsel, who 
is paid by the town to give advice 
on just such prob'ems, has ruled 
that regardless of what the town 
does, these streets =ti’l cannot be 
accepted. Under a new state law 
the board of survey, which is the 
planning board, first has to ap- 
prove the plan, and then the select- 
men have to “lay out” the road. 
Unless these steps are taken, a 
town meeting’s action in accepting 
such streets is null and void, the 
town counsel states. In only two 
cases have these steps ‘been taken, 
and anyone taking time to talk 
about them at this stage of the 
game is guilty of an inconsiderate 
wasting of the time of 800 peop'e. 
It’s a legal problem, and a town 
meeting is not the place to set- 
tle it. 


Library Budget May 


Cause Discussion 


Practically all the town depart- 
ments are in accord with the 
finance committee on their an- 
nual budget reanests to be voted 


on Monday, with the single im- 
portant excevtion being the  li- 
brary. The trustees have met sev- 


eral times, but have felt it would 
he a mistake to cut their budget 
to the request of the finance com- 
mittee. 

The latter group feel that the 
town this year cannot stand the 
extra expense of the new Bookmo- 
bile and an extra assistant. The 
trustees feel, however, that the ad- 
ditional service rendered far off- 
sets the extra expense. Profes- 
sional measuring rods recommend 
an assistant for every 15-25,000 cir- 
culation; the local circulation in 
two years has gone up 17,627, and 
the library’s activities have been 
extended, but it is being operated 
still with the same number of as- 
sistants. 

Much of the extra work comes 
at the Senior and Junior high 
schools; before this year the as- 
sistant spent but three hours 
there; now the total daily time is 
7% hours, or the time of a full 
assistant. This leaves four full- 
time assistants to carry on the 
work at the main library. 

The trustees point out several 
arguments in favor of this plan of 
school library operation, chief 
among them being the economy of 
book-buying and administration, 
the availability of the resources 
of the book collection at the Main 
library, access to expensive pro-

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fessional library tools and the 
service of professionally trained 
library assistants. There has been 
some suggestion that the school 
budget should bear the cost or part 
of the cost of the assistant, but to 
quote the library officials: “It 
would seem in the long run to 
make little difference out of which 
budget the cost of this service 
came, since in the last analysis it 
all comes out of the public purse.” 

The Book Bus is the other item 
objected to by the finance commit- 
tec. This calls for the services of 
two professionally trained people 
for approximately 16 hours a week, 
The trustees feel that this) form 
of service is particularly adaptable 
to Andover with its 33 square 
miles. They have surveyed sec- 
tions, and found for instance that 
on High street, near the center of 
the town, 67 of the 192 people in 
the street list are library card 
holders; on River road, far from 
the center, only four of the 132 are 
card holders. Surveys show that

the ratio of card holders is one to 
each 2 2-3 of population within a 
mile and a half of the main library 
and branches, and that it is one to 
each ten of the population more 
than a mile anda half away. 

After the recent four months’ 
experiment the circulation figures 
for the book bus totalled 4,009, of 
which 2,133 were adult, 1,876 ju- 
venile. A conservative yearly esti- 
mate would be 13,000. New bor- 
rowers registered were adult 39, 
juvenile 68, total 107. It is esti- 
mated that over 200 people have 
used the service. 


League Discusses

The League of Women Voters 
held their annual town ‘warrant 
meeting on Tuesday afternoon at 
the home of Mrs. Reginald 'W. Holt, 
Mrs. George ‘C. Brown, chairman 
of the League Town Affairs depart- 
ment, was in charge of the meeting. 

Mrs. Brown first introduced Mr. 


Sherman, representing the school 
department. Mr. Sherman expressed 
his desire to fill each vacancy oc- 
curring on the teaching staff, with 
the very best teacher available, dis- 
regarding all other considerations. 
He spoke of strengthening super- 
vision in the elementary schools 
and maintaining a continuous pro- 
gram of curriculum revision. Con- 
tinuing, he said he hoped for ex- 
pansion both in the adult educa- 
tion and vocational programs. 

Miss Mary Byers Smith spoke 
on the library problem mentioned 
at length in another article in this 
issue. The meeting endorsed the 
trustees’ stand. 

Mrs. Brown next introduced Al- 
vin Zink, Jr., who stated that the 
proposed garbage collection plan 
would be a sanitary measure rather 
than just a convenience. He ex- 
plained that the two-way radio sys- 
tem would include a station at the 
Town House and equipment for two 
cars and after the original’ cost the 
upkeep would be very small. 

The Board of Public Works was 
represented by Sidney P. White 
and Charles Gilliard. They ‘both 
suggested long time plans for ex- 
mansion of sewerage system as the 
town develops, and long time plans 
for water system being developed 
under advice from a firm of high 
reputation.

Parks and Playgrounds. How does 
Winchester provide skating areas? 
Large surfaces on three ponds, 
centrally located, are scraped and 
sprayed daily, after snow removal. 
This provides about five acres of 
excellent ice surface during cold 
weather. 

Reading — Three large artificial 


areas are maintained, one iis owned 
by the town and the other two are 
on private property. How is this 
done? After the ground is well 
frozen, the brooks are dammed 
and the low lands flooded. With 
snow removai and frequent scrap- 
ing and spraying five or six acres 
centrally located are kept in excel- 
lent condition. Hockey rinks are 
constructed and flood lights in- 
stalled on one area, 


Stoneham—Look at Stoneham’s 
Recreational Center constructed 
under W. P. A. The artificial skat- 
ing rink was the first unit to be 
completed. 


These three towns also provide 
and maintain excellent tennis 
courts for summer recreation. 


Andover—Andover can look with 
pride upon the Summer Recrea- 
tional program. The supervised 
playgrounds and swimming beach- 
es under the supervision of ex- 
tremely able committees have 
aroused the admiration of civic- 
minded people throughout the 
country. 

Andover’s Winter Program for 
Recreation—The Committee for 
Coordinated Recreation appointed 
in 1938, has given much time and 
thought to the possibilities of a 
winter activities program — and 
honestly believes that the citizens 
of Andover want to provide skat- 
ing areas in the town. This activ- 
ity can only be efficiently admin- 
istered under the Parks and Play- 
grounds Department of the Board 
of Public Works. As the commit- 
tee believes that the appropriation 
should be adequate to assure suc- 
cess, a special article, No. 44, will 
be presented to the town at the 
Town meeting. 

It cannot be proved that active 
Sports will cure all the ills of this 
generation, but it is a recognized 
fact that localities having a well- 
rounded recreational program, 
have few cases in the Juvenile 
courts. We hear the remarks: ‘I 
did not have all of these things 
when I was growing up; grandpa 
did not have anything done for 
him, and see what grandpa did’— 
all this is true, but did you and 
grandpa shave the use of an auto- 
mobile or your friends’ automobile 
with all the road hazards which 
the young people encounter today? 
No—you and grandpa had no other 
means of transportation except 
your own two legs, and if you were 
fortunate a “Horse and Buggy’— 
and you were reasonably safe on 
any country road and highway. 

Facilities for skating during the 
winter months may not keep every 
boy or girl off the dangerous and 
Slippery highways during the win- 
ter but it certainly offers an ac- 
tivity of extreme interest and wil] 
keep them busy most of their free 
time. 

May it please the citizens of 
Andover to look to the welfare of 
the young people and do their part 
to complete Andover’s recreational 
program, 

Approve Article No. 44 as pre- 
sented and make sufficient appro- 
priation to assure its success.
